Cool city response to 
tax revision requests 


Granite City aldermen’s initial 
reaction was definitely not warm this 
week to three suggested changes in the 
city’s %-percent added sales tax. 

‘The points were presented in a letter 
stemming from efforts by the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce, acting as 
a liaison between the city and unhappy 
business and industrial groups. 

Ear] Harris, a member of Com- 
munity Spirit, formed to protest the 
tax, said that if the City Council decides 
to accept the changes, there is no doubt 
those dissatified with the tax will drop 
efforts to bring the issue to court. 

City aldermen, however, seemed 
unreceptive Tuesday night and ap- 
proved a motion only to place the 
suggestions on file and refer them to 
City Attorney John Papa. 

Papa made his feelings clear the day 
before when the Chamber's buffer 
group on taxation met with the city’s, 
finance committee to explain the 
reasoning behind the proposals. 

The city attorney said a previous 
change in the sales tax ordinance — 
placing a $500 ceiling on the amount the 
tax can be applied to on a single item 
purchase — made the enforcement task 
“horrendous.” 

“I think the viability of the tax was 
put Into question with the $500 cap,” 
said Papa, who argued against the new 
proposal which would apply the cap toa 


single total grouping of items within a 
sale, rather than item by item, 

In addition, he said future exceptions 
could form the basis of a citizen court 
challenge. 

Besides asking that the sales tax, 
ceiling be reworded, the Chamber. 
group asked that a sale made by mail or 
telephone to a customer living outside 
the city not be subjected to the tax, and 
that the city no longer require the 
submission of a retailer's Illinois sales 
tax forms. 

Merchants feel the revisions would 
help them remain competitive with 
other areas. City officials see the 
changes as weakening the revenue 
measure. 

Even though the future may not look. 
bright for the proposals, a Community 
Spirit spokesman said yesterday his 
group would take a “wait and see’” 
attitude on the council’s reaction. 

“We're not holding a hammer over 
their heads,” the retailer said. “This is 
a conciliatory effort.” f

Brimberry 
invokes 5th 
Amendment 


“Did. Thomas R. Brimberry of Granite 
City divert funds from the now-defunct 
Stix & Co. stock brokerage? A lawyer 
representing him déclined to answer 
such a question in a statement filed 
‘April 15 at the federal bankruptcy court 
in St. Louis. 

“On advice Of counsel, the defendant 
neither admits nor denies the 
allegations....but asserts his con- 
stitutional privilege (against .self- 
incrimination) granted by the Fifth 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitution 
and ‘similar state constitutional 
provisions,” Attorney Ronald D. 
Stanley of Belleville said in the 
“document. 

*-Formerly. a senior vice-president, 
E. Uaberry has, been out of circulation 
since shortly before the brokerage was 
declared bankrupt Nov. 9, 1981. He is 
said to be receiving federal pratection. 
<Stanley. declined to say whether 
Brimberry will attend trial proceedings 
Jane 1 before'U.S. Bankruptcy Judge 
Robert E. Brauer. 

‘A 1981 court document quotes the 
‘internal Revenue Service as saying 
Brimberry linked himself and four 
other persons to a series of actions 
occurring since 1975. 

“In return for prosecution of Brim- 
berry being limited to a single tax 


felony, he is to testify accurately and 


fully about whatever happened to 
defraud Stix & Co. clients. 

‘No one has been charged in the case, 
which surfaced publicly Nov. 4. 

‘Harry 0, Moline Jr., court-appointed 
trustee who is sorting out the complex 
financial transactions; alleges that 
eash and securities were diverted. 

-In a complaint, filed in’ February, 
Moline is seeking a court order 
directing Brimberry to turn over $14 
million or any assets he acquired with 
wrongfully obtained money. Any funds

Bus garages will be merged _ 


The Bi-State transit 
garage at 406 W. Main St., 
Belleville, will be closed 
June 14 as an economy 
measure, it was announced 
by Michael Setzer, general 
manager of transit for the 
Bi-State Development 
Agency. The garage has 
been used as a base for 
dispatching and maintaining 
buses in the Belleville area 
since 1933. 

Setzer said, ‘The loss of 
federal operating subsidies 
and increasing costs are 
forcing Bi-State to take 
every money-saving 
measure possible for con- 
tinued survival of the transit 
system. 

“The system has shrunk 
over the last year and a half 
from 800 buses on the streets 
each weekday rush hour 
down to 661 at present. 

“Indications are that we 
will get smaller before we 
start to grow again. Con- 
sequently, it doesn't make 
sense to spend money on 
utilities, facilities main- 
tenance ‘and other upkeep 
costs when there is greatly 
reduced usage at both the 
Belleville and East St. Louis 
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State Farm 


station garages. 

“Also, because of its age, 
the Belleville garage has 
deteriorated structurally. To 
bring it up to acceptable 
standards for continued 
operations, we would have to 
spend well over $5000,000 for 
renovation. 

“We will combine 
operations of the two 
garages without any loss of 
service for our passengers as 
a result of the consolidation, 
and operate from the East 
St. Louis, garage, where we 
hope to have a new facility 
by late 1984." 

At present, 47 buses 
operate out of the Belleville 
station and 71 people are 
stationed there. The con- 
solidation at the East St. 
Louis garage will result in 
the transfer~ of Belleville 
buses to the East St. Louis 
garage, with garage per 
sonnel selecting other 
locations for assignment, 
according to seniority. Bi- 
State Has four garages in 
Missouri. 

Ten jobs will be eliminated 
by the consolidation, in- 
cluding three dispatchers, 
two bus operators, two 
service personnel and one 
superintendent, mechanic,

Aldermen praise 
Venice police

Members of the Venice 
police department were the 
recipients of high priase 
from the Venice City Council 
on Tuesday night. 

Several aldermen spoke 

about the police keeping 
people off the streets when 
there is drinking, watching 
out for the school children, 
enforcing traffic laws, and 
keeping crime incidents 
‘down through visual patrol 
of the city at all hours of the 
day. 
Chief of Police Farris 
Smith noted after the council 
meeting that Venice citizens 
are cooperating much more 
with the police and he asked 
to publicly thank them for 
their help. 

“Without the residents 
helping keep the streets 
clear and watching out for 
their neighbors, it would be a 
really difficult task, par- 
ticularly when we (Venice) 
are located so close to East 
St. Louis and St. Louis,” 
Chief Smith said. 

An arrest report from 
April 1961 through March 
1982 reflected $10,501 
collected in fines, a total of 
$59 adult arrests and 46 
juvenile arrests. 

Chief Smith asked the 
aldermen to remind 
residents that city auto 
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license stickers will be on 
sale beginning Monday, May 
3, for $3 each and that on 
Tuesday, June 1, the cost will 
be $5 and tickets will be 
issued that carry a fine of $50 
plus the cost of the sticker. 

All motor vehicles, in- 
cluding motorcycles, are 
required to be licensed. 

A discussion was held on 
progress of the con- 
demnation of structures in 
Venice that are considered 
dangerous and in need of 
repair or demolition. 

City Attorney Larry 
Hartman said the city will be 
taking every possible legal 
step regarding owners who 
do not cooperate in fixing up 
property. Property that is 
beyond repair will be torn 
down, he said. 

It was noted that con- 
demnation procedures under 
the hazard law involve “‘a 
very slow process.” 

Mayor Tyrone Echols said 
he has correspondence from 
HUD (U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development) noting that 
the Fair Housing and Equal 
Opertunity Division of HUD 
has reviewed material sent 
by Echols. 

The department is 
recommending that Venice's 
eligibility be continued for 
Urban Development Action 
Grant (UDAG)~ programs. 

“T don’t know just how 
much money we will be able 
to get under the program, 
but we should continue to get 
some help with housing 
problems,” the mayor said. 

In the HUD letter, the 
confirmation of “leval of 
distress" quoted the 
following distress factors: 
age of housing 58.37 years, 
per capita income $1,876, and 
28.57. percent of* the 
population below the federal 
poverty leval. 

“Mayor Echols said a 
meeting will be held today at 
3 p.m. with representatives 
of the Madison County 
Coramunity Development 
(MCCD) program. 

He- said he hopes the 
meeting proves productive 
for the city of Venice, as 
there are several items in 
contention. 

The Venice Council has 
officially requested a federal 
investigation into the 
operation of MCCD and the 
extent to which there is 
distribution of funds ac- 
cording to need. 

The council approved 
payment of Venice's share 
(not to exceed $1,875) of the 
cost of a Metro East Sanitary 
District study. 

The study will compare 
advantages and disad- 
vantages of Madison, 
Venice, other cities and the 
district obtaining secondary 
sewage treatment at the 
Granite City wastewater 
treatmént plant or installing 
secondary treatment 
equipment at the district’s 
Lansdowne treatment plant. 

‘The question of ambulance 
cost came up and it was 
noted that the Granite City 
service is to be raised to $140. 

It was suggested that the 
city check into other carriers 
such, as Madison or & 
private ambulance service. 

“They (Granite City) have 
us over a barrel on this. [am 
not real sure whether they 
want to serve us at all,” 
Echols said. 

“We have to look into 
alternatives that we can live 
with. These charges are 
getting out of hand. 

“T also have checked with 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles 
to determine if we will have 
to redistrict our wards. I was 
told that as far as the 
number of aldermen are 
concerned, we are all right. 

“According to state law, 
cities between 3,000 and 
15,000 population are to have 
no more than eight alder- 
men, which is what we have. 

“However, we may have to 
take a look at the ward 
boundaries and the 
population in each ward. 
Each ward is supposed to 
have about the same amount 
of people as the other wards,

The Bi-State Development 
Agency staff received a 
“well done” Tuesday from 
James S. Nations, chairman 
of the Bi-State board, 
following a satisfactory 
report of findings by Price 
Waterhouse after a surprise 
audit of payroll handling and 
procedures. 

The special audit testing 
performed on the March 31 
payroll was done at the 
request of the Bi-State board 
to verify the propriety of pay 
rates, the actual existence of 
payees, the proper approval 
and documentation of 
timekeeping, and the 
adequacy of electronic data 
processing. 

Chairman Nations, said, 
“We just wanted to clear the 
ar of any lingering questions 
anyone might have about our 
payroll procedures, and to be 
reassured that our data. 
processing methods were 
appropriate. 

“Of the $83 million 
operating budget we have 
this year, 70 percent goes 
toward pay and fringe 
benefits so it is imperative 
that our payroll procedures 
be of the highest quality.

Illinois Power Company 
has announced a new con- 
struction schedule and cost 
estimate-for the Clinton 
nuclear power of station’s 
Unit 1. 

‘The new schedule for fuel 
load and commercial 
operation of the 950,000- 
kilowatt plant is January 
and August 1984, respec- 
tively, a 12-month extension 
of the existing schedule. 

The new. schedule in- 
corporates the seven-month 
delay in construction 
already cited ina March 1982 
status report to the Illinois 
Commerce Commission.

The control rod drive 
system is a mechanism used 
tocontrol the amount of heat 
produced in nuclear reactors 
to’ boil water for making 
steam, 

When the control rods are 
fully inserted, they halt the 
nuclear reaction and bring 
the plant to shutdown. 


In late 1981, new, 
sophisticated methods of 
analysis used by the nuclear 
industry indicated some 
potential for “water ham- 
mer” in the piping of control 
rod drive systems duirng 
times of fast shutdown. 

Webster’s New Collegiate 
Dictionary defines water 
hammer as ‘‘a concussion or 
sound of concussion of 
moving water against the 
sides of a containing pipe or 
vessel.”” 

“While no known control 
rod drive piping deficiencies 
exist at Clinton or at any 
boiling water reactors now in 
operation, traditional 
methods of analysis cannot 
disprove the water hammer 
theory or accurately 
determine its potential," 
Kelley explained. 

“‘By the time the industry 
was made aware of the new 
water hammer analysis, the 
original design work for the 
Clinton control rod drive 
system was nearly complete. 

“To further insure safety, 
to remove doubt about any 
possible water hammer 
problems, and to avoid 
licensing and start-up delays 
ata later date, Illinois Power 
decided to redesign and 
schedule completion of the 
ney contol rod Grive system 
resulted in the estimate of 
the seven-month delay 
reported in March.”

A shift in the objective of 
CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
Act) programs—from the 
current primary task of 
training adults to projects 
geared to the younger 
population—appears to bea 
strong possibility in the 
future, according to Duane 
Rankin. 

Director of the Venice- 
Lincoln Technical Center 
(VLTC), Rankin discussed 
the Linkages‘ in Progress 
pilot project for CETA- 
eligible youth at Monday 
night’s meeting of the Venice 
Board 6f Education. 

The Linkages project is 
administered by Coor- 
dinated Youth Services and 
is sponsored by the Madison 
County regional superin- 
tendent of schools. 

Considered highly suc- 
cessful, the program is now 
in its second year. 

It is being conducted with 
the cooperation of business, 
industry and organized 
labor. Eighty-nine business 
firms were involved during 
the initial year. 

The Madison County Office 

of Manpower Development, 
Granite City school district 
and Madison County 
Economic Opportunity 
Commission work with the 
program sponsors to ac- 
complish projects. 
- ‘The VLTC director told the 
Venice board that Shirley 
Blasingame, Linkages 
director, and educators from 
several area school districts 
currently studying the local 
project have requested a 
tour of the technical center 
facilities on Wednesday, 
April 28. 

Noting a drastic reduction 
in CETA funding anticipated 
in the next fiscal year at the 
adult educational and 
vocational school, Rankin 
said mutual benefits may be 
derived from a cooperative 
arrangement between VLTC 
and the Linkages project. 
Such cooperation can be 
explored during the up- 
coming tour, he said. 

The board authorized 
payment of expenses for a 
luncheon to be served on the 
day of the visit. 

Expansion of Linkages in 
Progress programs is a key 
part of the project’s second 
operating year. 

The local area program 
won national recognition in 
its initial year, with em- 
ployers here proving to be 
competent and effective 
instructors, it was noted. 

Presently involved in an 
in-service study survey are 
representatives of the Wood 
River, Alton, Edwardsville, 
Collinsville and Highland 
school districts. 

Linkages has goals for 
potential school dropouts 
involving educational im- 
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provement and 
familiarization with the 
employment sector on a 
personal basis. It is designed 
to facilitate the em- 
ployability of young people 
served in the program. 

Noticeable gains were 
recorded in reading and 
mathematics among 
students taking part in last 
year’s program, and the 
average attendance rate was 
94 percent. 

At its conclusion, one-third 
of the participants returned 
to public schools and “two- 
thirds were employed either 
full-time or part-time. 

In other action Monday 
night, the board approved 
Rankin’s attendance at a 
block grant workshop at 
SIUE, scheduled this week, 
and agreed to encourage all 
custodial employees to at- 
tend a floor care workshop, 
also at SIUE. 

‘The board granted ap- 
proval for purchase of a 
portable backstop, costing 
$100, for softball games, 
after learning that stockade 
fencing currently is being 
used. 

A permanent backstop, 
located at the baseball 
diamond, is too far from the 
softball area and cannot be 
modified, Supt. of Schools 
Robert N. Vickers said. 

A resolution was adopted 
to transfer $15,000 from the 
education fund to the 
building fund as a 
repayment, and monthly 
bills and payrolls were 
approved.

Study secondary 
treatment choices 


The Metro-East Sanitary 
District has signed a con- 
tract with the engineering 
firm of Horner and Shifrin, 
Inc., St. Louis, allowing the 
engineers to start a delayed 
$100,000 study 

The study is intended to 
weigh the cost effectiveness 
of utilizing the Granite City 
wastewater treatment plant, 
versus adding secondary 
treatment capability to the 
district's Lansdowne 
primary sewage treatment 
plant near East St. Louis. 

Board President Walter 
“Shang” Greathouse ex- 

ts the study to begin 
immediately. Optimistic- 
ally, he hopes the entire 
project will require only 
about 90 days. Earlier 
estimates had set the 
engineering timetable closer 
to 120 days. 

Within a month, however, 
he hopes to learn al least 
verbally from the 
engineering firm which 
location — Granite City or 
Landsdowne — will offer the 
least expensive route to 
secondary treatment for the 
state and communities 
within the district. 

According to Greathouse, 
the district is in the midst of 
a grant application deadline 
race. By 1984, there may no 
longer be state or federal 
funding sources available for 
sewage treatment, he fears. 

Greathouse said the 
district received Illinois 
EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency) ap- 
proval for the plan in 
January, but it has taken this 
long to raise the district's 
$25,000 share of the study 

Although the district does 
not intend to pay the entire 
$25,000, Greathouse said, the 
board has been waiting for 
its sewer users’ fund to build 
to that amount before 
committing the district to 
the study. 

On Monday, the board 
agreed to pay from the user 
fund any amount not raised 
from a special one-time 
assessement against cities, 
townships and industries 
within the district's boun- 
daries that need a secondary 
treatment system. 

At a meeting last week of 
municipalities linked to the 
district's primary treatment 
plant, officials agreed to be 
charged for the study costs 
based on the number of their 
residential sewer users, with 
a ceiling placed on the 
charge at $1,875. 

Greathouse said Monday 
he was in the process of 
sending out letters to the 
municipalities, listing their 
assessment amounts. The 
expenditures will need to be 
approved by the various 
councils and boards

Madison and Venice will 
both be expected to pay the 
ceiling amount, since they 
exceed a  $2-per-household 
assessment for the study. 

Brooklyn will be assessed 


Fairmont City, Caseyville, 
Canteen Township, 
Washington Park, the 
Madison County Housing 
‘Authority, and the portion of 
East St. Louis on the out- 
skirts of Washington Park 
will each be charged ac- 
cording to the number of 
their households. 

Two major industries 
within the district — Swift 
Processed Meat Co. and 
National City Stockyards — 
will each pay $2,500. 

“We'll come up with the 
rest of the money,” said 
Greathouse. The district's 
share of the cost is expected 
to be about $10,000. 

The state EPA is forcing 
the district to find some 
means of providing secon- 
dary treatment of the 
sewage that is currently 
receiving primary treatment 
at Lansdowne. 

Sanitary sewage is routed 
to the Mississippi River after 
treatment, and the secon- 
dary treatment results in a 
purer discharge than 
primary treatment 

The Lansdowne plant has 
been cited for failing to 
comply with state standards 
for purity of water in 
streams and rivers. 

Greathouse said about 
$200,000 has been spent 
recently in the hope of 
bringing that facility into 
compliance. 

He said the district is in a 
hurry now to complete the 
secondary study and then 
prepare bid specifications 
for a final grant application.

Telethon goal— 
heart transplant 


For several months now, 
this region has poured its 
heart out to Bill Kirby, a 41- 
year-old resident of Bethalto 
who must raise $200,000 for a 
heart transplant operation. 

On May 15, a Saturday, 
TeleCommunications _ Inc. 
will donate its Metroplex 
Cablevision Alton studio to 
help in the effort to raise 
additional money for the 
Kirby fund. In a cooperative 
effort, Southwestern Cable in 
Maryville will be picking up 
the 10-hour ‘‘Bill Kirby 
telethon” live for viewers in 
the Quad-Cities, Collinsville, 
Edwardsville and 
surrounding areas. 

In all, 28,000 families will 
be able to view the effort on 
KABL-Channel 12 in Alton 
and on Channel “I” of South- 
western's system. 

“We have provided the 
studio, the expertise and our 
staff to help make the Bill 
Kirby telethon a success,” 
said Brenda Rombach, 
program director of 
Metroplex. “We welcome the 
cooperation of Southwestern 
Cable in this endeavor.” 

She said the telethon is the 
longest, most difficult 
program that her system has 
tried to produce. A com- 
mittee has been in- 
strumental in organization of 
the program.

getting an agent of record to 
prepare the type of in- 
surance tHe county needs 
and to present the county 
with several bidders from 
which to select. : 

But with the existing 
contract clause, Dalton said, 
the county cannot do much. 

‘The committee has tried to 
remove the clause in the 
past, and the efforts were 
renewed in response to board 
Chairman Nelson 
Hagnauer’s letter in- 
structing the board to reduce 
costs for a financial crunch 
looming in 1983... 

“We're trying a little 
harder now since the 
chairman’s directive, but 
there is not much to decide 
because of the clause 
keeping the same policy,” 
Dalton said. 

“Right now, our hands are 
tied.” 

Dalton didn’t know how 
much the’county could save 
by a change in coverage, and 
he didn’t know how long it 
would take for the county 
and the union to agree to 
remove the clause and ge* a 
new policy. 

For now, he was concerned 
with the union’s reaction to 
the proposal. 

“The ‘first step is the 
unions,” Dalton said.

The seven members of the Board of 
Education serve without pay. They are the 
elected legislative body in charge of set- 
ting policies and monitoring the finances. 

Despite spiraling costs and reduced 
revenues, Granite City school tax rates are 
as follows: 1978 tax year, $3.78 rate per 
$100 assessment; 1979, $3.359; 1980, $3.371; 
and estimated for 1981 (collection in 1982),

Tentative pact avoids change in Alton 


Alton Telegraph — A 
tentative agreement reached 
between attorneys for the 
Telegraph and attorneys for 
building contractor James C. 
Green is expected to end 
litigation over a $9.2 million 
libel judgment against the 
newspaper. 

Green's attorneys agreed 
to join with Telegraph at- 
torneys in asking for 
vacation of the judgment — 
thought to be the largest ever 
against a newspaper — in 
return for payment of an 
undisclosed amount to Green 
and insurance proceeds. 

The tentative settlement 
reached April 13 is subject to 
confirmation in an April 27 
court hearing. 

Telegraph Editor Stephen 
Cousley said although the 
settlement is “not a clear cut 
win or loss'’ for the 
newspaper, it will “preserve 
the newspaper and its ability 
to do its job.” 

“A newspaper that is 
solvent has the freedom to do 
its job. A newspaper where 
the doors are closed can't 
print the news or do its job," 
Cousley said.

To the Editor 

This letter is being written 
to bring attention to the 
nationwide actions initiated 
by politicians, states, groups 
and individuals to have the 
Federal Reserve audited 
and-or abolished. 

The persons involved in 
this effort have encountered 
an enormous road block—the 
apparent refusal of the 
national media to inform the 
people of this movernent. 

The Federal Reserve's 
policies are creating 
disastrous results in the 
housing industry, small 
business, farming, etc., and 
this is causing a ripple effect 
which is engulfing the whole 
of our economy and our 
lives. 

‘The following is a partial 
list of the bills, resolutions 
and protests mounted in 
rebellion against the Federal 
Reserve's policies: 

(1) Congressmen Paul and 
Crane have co-sponsored a 
bill that would require an 
annual independent audit of 
the Federal Reserve. 

(2) Senator Hawkins has 
introduced a bill that would 
restructure the Federal 
Reserve. The bill would 
broaden representation on 
the Board so that more 
people affected’ by interest 
rates would have a voice in 
determining the board's 
policies. . 

(3) Senators Helms, 
Goldwater and Symms have 
iptroduced a bill to abolish 
the Federal Reserve and 
return to the gold standard. 

(4) Cong. Gonzalez has 
introduced a bill that would 
abolish the Federal Reserve 
and place monetary control 
under the Department of 
Treasury. 

(5) On July 27, 1981, both 
the U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives passed 
resolutions condemning high 
interest rates. The Senate 
resolution passed 100 to 0 and 
the House, 403 to 17 

(6) The State of Arizona 
has passed a resolution 
demanding abolishment of 
the Federal Reserve. 


(7) The State of 


Washington has passed a ~ 


resulution challenging the 
constitutionality of the Fed 
and demanding an in- 
dependent audit. 

State Senator Jack Met- 
calf, who introduced the 
resolution in Washington, 


has said that several states 
have written pledging 
similar resolutions. These 
include Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Montana, Utah and 
Nebraska. 

(8) A movement started by 
Wisconsin farmers has 
spread to several states. In 
this protest against high 
interest rates, the farmers 
are refusing to pay taxes, 
foreclosure notices, etc., 
with Federal Reserve notes. 

They are instead sub- 
mitting ‘Public Office 
Money Certificates’ which 
state the farmers’ 
willingness to pay the 
stipulated amount “when the 
courts determine what is 
lawful money of the United 
States.”’ 

The consequence of this 
action is that farmers are 
retaining their farms. Many 
of these cases are still in the 
courts. 

If a court orders the far- 
mers to pay in Federal 
Reserve notes, it is also 
ordering the farmers to 
violate the U.S. Constitution, 
U.S. Coinage Act and U.S. 
Code, which the courts have 
sworn on oath to uphold: 

“The terms ‘lawful money’ 
and ‘lawful money of the 
United States’ shall be 
construed to mean gold or 
silver coin of the United 
States” (12 U.S. Code 152). 

You cannot “pay” with 
gold and silver coin as 
mandated by: Article I, 
Section 10 of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, 31 U.S. Coinage Act 
371 and 12 U.S. Code 152, 
since privately-owned 
Federal Reserve Banks do 
not issue any to ‘‘pay”’ with.

Louis this year were af- 
forded a rare opportunity to 
hear both gubernatorial 
candidates; the incumbent, 
Jim Thompson, and the 
challenger, Adlai Stevenson. 

Not only were they able to 
hear from the candidates, 
but they were also able to 
question them on issues. It 
was an interesting and ex- 
citing event. 

After listening to both 
candidates and questioning 
both on a Saturday, the 
delegates voted _ over- 
whelmingly on Sunday to 
endorse Adlai Stevenson for 
election as governor in 
November. 

We believe that the 
reasons why 400 delegates to 
the IFT convention decided 
to support Stevenson over 
‘Thompson, after listening to 
both, is‘ worthy of careful 
éxamination. 

There is a sharp contrast 
between Adlai Stevenson and 
Jim Thompson. Stevenson is 
low key, his presentation 
deliberate and careful. 

At times, you have the 
feeling that he is searching 
for the right words to use, for 
the clearest way of ex- 
plaining how he feels about 
an issue. 

As you listen, you realize 
that there is a sincerity that 
almost makes you feel un- 
comfortable because you are 
not used to that quality in a 
politician. There is no hype. 

Thompson on the other 
hand is a high-powered, 
aggressive speaker. He is 
flamboyant and glib; his 
words flow smoothly and 
freely. He comes on to his 
audience in a dynamic 
manner. 

Just what you would ex- 
pect from a good politician. 
There is nothing wrong with 
that approach, and many 
delegates admired that 
quality in him. 

The contrast is even more 
striking when one compares 
each candidate's philosophy 
of government and stand on 
issues of concern to the. 
delegates. 

Stevenson expressed a 
strong, positive view of the 
future. He called for an 
expanded commitment to 
education. He characterized 
education as the foundation 
by which we can eliminate 


jails, poverty and the like, 
He cited education as the 
major factor in bringing a 


healthy economy to the state. _

their heritage, church, 
language and culture. The 
martyrs are our reason why 
we will continue our quest 
for liberty. 

“Memorial services will 
be held Sunday throughout 
the world.” 


In a proclamation this 
week, Mayor Paul Schuler of 
Granite City designated 
April 2 as a “day of 
remembrance for all the 
victims of gneocide and 
man’s inhumanity to man.” 
The mayor said, ‘1962 
marks the 67th com- 
memorative anniversary of 
the genocide, whereby a 
government by official 
policy made an attempt to 
exterminate the Armenian 
people within its borders by 
mass murder and removal.
